Pari-Mutuel Machines Must Pay Two 
Per Cent of Commissions to State 
Under Proposed Measure — Favora- 
ble Report on Bill Providing Addi- 
tional Road Tax.

The anti-shipping bill of Senator B 
M. Taylor, of Greensburg, which pro- 
hibits -the interstate shipment of In- 
toxicating liquors from wot territory 
to local, option territory In Kentucky 
except In very limited quantities for 
medicine, sacramentul, mechanical 
and scientific purposes, passed the 
Senate by a vote of 26 to 4. 

A bill very similar in Its terms be- 
came a law In 1906 during udminlstra 
tlon ol' Gov. Beckham, but was unin- 
tentionally repealed by the Hampton 
law In 1914, and its re-enactment has 
been opposed bitterly by the liquor 
Interests. A similar bill passed the 
Senate In 1910, but was not permittee 
to come up In the House. 

If a bill Introduced by Senator Helm 
becomes a law, pari-mutuel maoblnes 
operating at race courses will have to 
pay the state 2 per cent of the 5 per 
cent commissions deducted from 
money bet. 

The committee on municipalities re- 
ported favorably the bill to empower 
school boards in second-class cities to 
lew an eighty-eent tax for school pur- 
poses. 

The Committee on Legislative and 
Senatorial Districts and Reapportlon- 
ment reported without an expression 
of opinion the bills of Senators Brock 
ami Glenn, reapportioning the state 
into 38 senatorial districts. The bills 
were ordered to their first reading. 

The bill of Senator Merlwethei 
Smith to provide fob registration of 
soldiers who may be absent on duty 
on election day was given its first 
reading after a favorable report. 

. Gov. Stmilcy submitte d to the Sen- 
r au- for amltrmdtlon hfs'aiTpoinTments 
on the Board of Prison Commission 
and the State Tax Commission. The 
Senate concurred |n the appointments 
of M. M. Logan, of Brownvllle, and J. 
A. Scott, of Plkevllle, to the Tax Com- 
mission, and Herbert Carr, of Fulton; 
Henry Hines, of Bowling Green, and 
Tom Hatcher, of Plkevllle, to the Pris- 
on Commission. 

Favorable reports were given the 
bill of Representative Dycus to permit 
a vote on the proposition of an addi- 
tional twenty-cent tux for roads and 
bridges in counties or magisterial dis- 
tricts; of the bill of Representative 
Leslie P. Jones, which Is known as the 
“red light nuisance abatement bill;'' 
of the bill of Representative Mustek 
to allow $2 for working on the county 
roads and $50 annually for the road 
supervisor; of the bill of Representa- 
tive Lilly providing u punishment for 
desecration of the American flag. 

The House Committee on Agricul- 
ture reported unfavorably the bill ol 
Representative R. T. Smith to prohib- 
it the slaughter of culvos under 12 
months of age. except male Jursey 
calves. » 

Representative Mustek addressed a 
resolution to the House providing that 
the House Janitor shall take charge of 
the bills ami the blllroom and with 
the aid of the pages distribute the bills 
dully. It passed. 

Representative Chappell Introduced 
a bill giving Police Court, Magistrates 
and County Judges Jurisdiction to try 
first offense for carrying concealed or 
deadly weapons.

Secretary Baker Makes Announcement 
Washington. — First definite an- 
nouncement was made that America 
would have a half million men in 
Franco' early this year. “We will have 
three times that many ready to send 
before 1919,” Secretary of War New- 
ton D. Baker made these statements 
wl-.en he appeared before the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee to replv 
to Senator Chamberlain’s assertion 
that the War Department had ''fallen 
down.” The Secretary made flat de- 
nial that the military establishment 
had collapsed. “It would lie a tragic 
thing if the wholly unprecedented ef- 
fort would turn out to merit that 
charge," he said. As the climax of n 
day's explanation of all that the mili- 
tary establishment had done, freely 
confessing faults and imperfection-'. 
In so vast an undertaking, but main- 
taining that out of each deficiency the 
remedy has been found, the Secretary 
of War disclosed what hitherto has 
been guarded as a military secret, nnd 
what the German people little suspect. 



The reasonable peace advocates In 
Germany have not by any means sur- 
rendered to the Increasingly arrogant 
pan-Germans, and have been holding 
meetings In Cologne and elsewhere, 
nnd the radical socialists lire keeping 
tip the fight with v'gor. Thera Is no 
doubt that the proletariat of both Ger- 
many uml 'Austria has been Immensely 
heartened nml Inspired by the pro|>a- 
gnitdii of the Russian bolshevlkl spread 
hy means of the fraternization of rfbl- 
dlers on the east front.

All last week there was In- 
tense artillery action In France nnd 
Plunders, with numerous “feeling out" 
raids nnd much activity b.v the air 
forces.

Interesting Experiment. 

Experiments Just completed by two 
French scientists have reopened the 
controversy whether rudimentary man- 
ifestation* of Ufe can be produced In 
Inorganic matter. These meu look u 
glass tube contuinlug a solution of col- 
loidal silica, seuled It by melting the 
glass nud subjected tube nud contents 
to u high temperature, loug enough to 
sterillxe them thoroughly, according 
to ull current Ideas of sterlllzatlou. 
The tube xvns then kept moderately 
warm for txvo months, und when 
opened the contents were full of living 
buelerin. Objectors contend that the 
colloidal silica probably operates to 
protect bacteria originally in the so- 
lution from the effects of the beat 
sterilization.

Politics and War. 

The action of some of the par- 
ty politicians, and especially the 
ones in Congress, makes us won- 
der at times whether or not the 
experiment of popular govern- 
ment is really a success. In the 
midst of a war that we must win 
in order to preserve our national 
integrity, and in which we should 
be united as one man, politicians 
are endangering the success of the 
United States by place hunting 
and playing for party position. 

Instead of joining honestly and 
earnestly in the effort to get the 
nation on a well organized war 
basis some of the politicians are 
hiudering the work by criticism 
and dillatory investigations. All 
this German Aid Society are not 
Republicans. Some of the chief- 
est sinners are alleged Democrats. 
A coterie of Republican office- 
seekers, headed by Roosevelt 
with his third-term presidential 
aspirations, would rather see Old 
Glory trail in the dust of defeat 
than gain new lastre under a. 
Democratic administration. But 
they do not voice the ideas of the 
whole Republican party. The 
patriotic Republicans are aiding 
the administration as loyally as 
any Democrat could do, and the 
grumbling and criticism that we 
hear, locally, is by local party 
workers and not the plain citizen.

This is not patriot- 
ism and don’t appeal to the peo- 
ples’ sense of right, for the peo- 
ple are patriotic. 

Senator Stone, a Democrat who 
has been suspected of disloyalty, 
in order to get back into the con- 
of hia con stituency, open- 
ed the flood-gate of party politics 
in a spoech in the Senate, and in- 
to this German trap the politi- 
cians of both parties rushed pell- 
mell. Chamberlain, another al- 
leged Democrat, is seeking to tie 
up war preparation with a “war 
council.” On the Republican 
side, Roosevelt is hot-footing it 
up and down the land preaching 
discontent, while Penrose and 
other trust heads are seeking in 
every way to hinder the adminis- 
tration because they are heavily 
taxed for war purposes. 

All this criticism of the con- 
duct of the war is caused by sin- 
ister motives. But it won’t fool
